The Examiner informed the Attorney of record that: 

1. Cancel claims 6-10 since they are not tangible composition claims since the recited active agents cannot be made 
as a composition with radiation as one of the components. 

2. In claim 1 : 

a) replace the terms, "which comprises" with "in the brain comprising". 

b) at line 3, replace the term "topoisomerase-ll poison" with "etoposide" or recite etoposide along with the other 
specific topoisomerase-ll poisons recited at page 8, lines 14-18 using Markush language. 

c) at line 3, instead of "bis-dioxypiperazine" recite the specific dioxypiperazine, namely dexrazoxane, recited in claim 3 
and cancel claim 3. 

d) at line 3, replace the term "wherein" with "and" 

e) recite the dosage levels (stated at pages 9-10 of the specification) of all the active agents in claim 1 including the 
radiation. 

The above amendments will put the application in a condition for allowance.
